members of the Alexandria Municipality ab- 
stained from attending Sunday’s meeting is 
the subject of universal comment. The Alex- 
andria Municipality is the. most important 
representative institution that exists in Egypt, 
and consequently the boycotting by the 
natives of the movement to present a. memorial 
to Lord Cromer is of some significance. At 
the same time it must be remembered that 
none of the natives in the Municipal Commis- 
sion have any claim to be. considered as 
representative men, for only a single one of 
them has been elected. They have been 
nominated by: the Government because, ac- 
cording to the constitution of the Municipality 
a certain number of persons have to be nomin- 
ated, and the present Egyptian nominees were 
selected because they were supposed to be less 
prejudiced representatives of their race, owing 
to their contact with Europeans..They may 
be considered to be more or less-representative 
of the native capitalist class in Alexandria, 
and for this reason their attitude deserves to 
be taken-into consideration. As an excuse, it 
has been adduced that they think that, inas 
much as Lord Cromer is going, while the 
potent influences agefast him and,all that he 
has represented still r%aain, therefore they are 
wise in maintaining an attitude which will be 
sure to be favourably consideredin high places. 
From their own point of view they no doubt 
must be considered to be guided by prudential 
motives. The question of whether or not Yebia 
Pasha will serve on the committeé chosen at 
Sunday's meeting of the Alexandria Munici- 
pality ia much discussed. The fact that each 
member of this committee was selected to 
represent a nationality leads additional import- 
ance to the choice of Yehia Pasha to represent 
the Egyptians. Yehia Pasha is nominated by 
the Egyptian Government to his seat on the 
Alexandria Municipal Commission, as, in fact, 
are all the other native members, with the sole 
exception of Soliman Bey Abaui, who is elected 
by the suffrages of the landlords. Consequently 
Yehia cannot well refuse to act, as if hedid so 
it would be taramount to a repudiation of the 
authority by which he holds his seat. As we 
said yesterday the best exeuse the Pasha can 
make is that he was so unwell that he could 
not attend the meeting on Sunday and that 
he is quite willing to serve on the Committee. 

On the other hand his Excellency may have 
the conrage of Nationalist opinions and as a 
devoted follower of Mustapha Pasha Kamel he 
may boldly refuse to serve on the committee 
in the name of “The Egyptian Nation.” If he 
takes the determined course he will at once 
be raised to the foremost rank among Egyptian 
patriots and will be praised effusively in the 
columns of the “Egyptian Standard.” Yehia 
Pasha, in fact, has to make his choice once and 
for all. If he decide to serve on the Committee 
he will be exposed to the objurgations of the 
vernacular Moslem Press as a time-server, 
while if he refuses to cast in his lot with all 
the European members of the commission, he 
will be hailed as one of those noble creatures 
who have refused to truckle to the brutal 
oppression of his country 

: PRESS COMMEN'S. 

The attitude of the native members of the 
Municipality is, as was to be expected, eulogis- 
sed by Mustapha Pasha Kamel The French 
edition of “Al Lewa”’ says : 

The dignity and propriety of their attitude 
has been keenly appreciated in Alexandria, gnd 
it will be much talked ‘about throughout 
Egypt. Lord Cromer has, during nearly twenty- 
five years, governed Egypt as absolute master, 
for the English, against ‘Le: Egyptians. Let the 
English be grateful to lim for it ; it is their 
duty ; let the Egyptians have no feeling of 
sympathy ; that is their duty. In his last 
report ~ his farewell to Egypt—he has again 
laid stress npon his policy and his antipathy 
for the Egyptians.

Sngar Cultivation In Egypt. 

[t has been suggested that the prospects of 

sugar cultivation might 


be improved in two 
ways: first, by the promotion of experiments 
with a view toselecting the most productive 
varieties of cane ; secondly, by the extension 
of railway communication to the newly- 
converted basin lands in the Ibrahimieh region, 
As a result of the first suggestion, a number of 
experiments have been carried on by the Agri- 
cultural Society on the lands of individual cul- 
tivators, Thecrops are being harvested and 
promise satisfactory results, The Society has, 
at the same time, been in communication with 
other countries, 


With regard to the second 
natter, the question of opening up railway’ 
communication with the western portion of the 
Ibrahimieh region is under consideration, but it 
is doubtful whether the new lines would offer 
any reasonable prospects of a fair return on 
the capital outlay unless rates were conside- 
rably raised. It might also very well be that 
the construction of these lines* would operate 
in favour of the cultivation of crops other 
than sugar.

SAINT MENAS 


The Patron Saint of Christian Egypt was a 
soldier, who was martyred in Phrygia in one 
of the Diocletian persecutions (296 A D.). The 
hody was brought to Alexandria and placed 
upon a camel, which. was let loose to follow 
what course it chose In the place the camel 
stopped, near Lake Mareotis, a grave was 
made and a shrine subsequently built. Menas 
belonged to a good family, his father being the 
Governor ofan African Province, and he was 
an officer in the army when he refused to re- 
nounce Christianity. His martyrdom therefore 
made sdine stir and as soon as he was buried 
his tomb gave forth miraculous -powers. A 
church was built there and soon a town sprang 
ip owing to the lucrative pilgrimage traffic

This description proyes that for long.afterthe 
Arab conquest, although the city. wasuninhabit- 
ed, yet it.was still intact; but the..anknown 
Arab traveller wrote these lines inthe tanth 
century before the conquest of England. by the 
Normans and from that time until. June, 1905, 
the marble city of the Patron Saint of Egypt 
remained lost amidst the wilds. of, Mariout. 
The vines and fruit trees have all gone, the 
springs are dried up and not a single visitor 
save the wandering Bedouin have ever passed 
by the ruined basilicas and monasteries of the 
Lourdes of Christian Egypt. Although the 
feast of Saint Menas hasalways been kept up 
by the Orthodox, Jacobite and Abyssinian 
Churches and the flasks of the -holy oil of the 
Saint have been collected in all the museums 
of Europe the mystery surrounding the site of 
the city appeared to be as insolnble as that of 
the equally recondite Wady el-Malook. in 
Upper Egypt,until the learned world of Enrope 
was lately apprised of the fact that. the city 
had at last been found by two German‘savants.
